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ALOOFNESS 



To be an educational nssct ilic modern university should be a 
rtflection of the wider life j-oing on outside its gates. If this pro- 
vision is fulfilled the student has a chance of rubbing shoulders with 
the world before launching out on his own in professional or business 
life. On the Campus and in the corridors we have an opportunity of 
meeting every tonccivable type of desirable and undesirable fellow- 
human. It is thus we learn. 

■ There is the seeker after office with his shallow intrigues jnd his 
eternal striving for the glorification of self. Thet>e is the loud 
voiced onci who pours forth incessant nothings from morning to night. 
These and others of their ilk we know and shun. But he who does 
himself more harm than the schemer or the braggart is the man who 
lives by himself in a shell of impenetrable isolation. His case is the 
worst of any for his very aloofness protects him from the effects of 
reforming criticism. 

In the minds of those of the last-named class the conception of 
such a thing as undergraduate activity appears to have no existence. 
They pass a tranquil life of undisturbed self-sufficiency. We meet 
them at lectures, or stalking aloi\e through the corridors. But at the 
end of the academic day they slink away and we see them no more 
Just at the hour when the normal-minded man seeks the company of 
his fellows these others «lip off to enjoy their self-constructed seclu 
sion, all unconscious ot the latt that they arc letting the givatest of 
opportunities slip by them. ' 

For these the Union means nothing more than a name; athletic? 
•J. bore; the undergraduate newspaper, a rag; the l^iterary and Debat' 
ing Society, a farce; and all the countless forms of organized under 
graduate life an appalling waste of their precious time. Such a one 
is in the University but not uf it. When he passes out into oblivion 
At the end of his course his sole title 'to the n«me of a graduate of 
McGill lies in the scrap of sheepskin that he carries away with him 
Of the spirit of McGill he lias nothing. 

Unfortunately many men during their first year at college tend 
to get into this furrow of aloofness which they plough alone.- they 
think perhaps that they are giving proof of their originality of mind 
-, by assuming this attitude of statuesque solitude among their fellows. 
No greater mistake was ever made. Towards the end of their uni- 
versity career they realize the mistake that they have made, but it is 
often too late. The ingrained habits of the confirmed recluse arc 
hard to shake off. 

The man who cannot afford to get down off his perch and move 
about among his fellows is wasting his time at a modern university. 
-1^11 the wisdom and learning that he may accumulate will not save him 
from a fossilized old-age.

SPECIALIZATION 



It is a strange but nevertheless true fact that many men come 
^up to college with no definite idea as to what they would like to take 
up as their life work. This type usually has a vague definite impres- 
sion that this condition of affairs within themselves is altogether 
wrong, often make a hasty decision, attempt to specialize in one line 
or another, and then find they have made a mistake. In cases such 
as this, if the man had been content to take ap a general course, such 
as the training afforded by the Arts curriculum, he would doubtless 
have been mentally stimulated in the right direction; whereO he now 
has to tear down all he has learned and painfully reconstruct his idea.s 
anti traininR along some other line. Such a process is naturally 
wasteful both to the man and to his country, for after all the country 
depends on the univereity man to lead it. And it is especially against 
this rigid specialization that we wish to write. 
^ Granted that these arc the days of specialists; that one needs a 
particular training to get along to the best advantage. Nevertheless 
the value of a broad, general education remains unchanged. To 
really succeed in any irofes.sion one has to have a large fund of in- 
formation. A doctor, for instance, could not hope to build up a large 
practice if he knew medicine to the exclusion of everything else. Nor 
would a minister be popular if he knew nothing besides the scriptures. 
This fact can even be extended to the man with.a trade. In his case 
he nccilB a knowledge of the general principle* involved both ia his
